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SHFICPSBKAD BAT GOSSIP. 

“Th« maating of tha Conay Island Jookar 
Clnb which elosad on Satnrday was tha most 
anecassfnl avar hald at Bhaepshead Bay. Tha 
attandanea was far abova tha ayaraga and the 
racing, with faw axeeptions, waa of a snparior 
Quality. Tha only blot was tha tronbla ovar 
Bhaw’s rida on W. G. Whitnay’s Bine Girl in 
the Great Filly Btakas, bat the action of tha 
Jockey Clnb stewards in imposing a penalty, 
aren though comparativaly light, mnst have 
seryad as a warning not only to Bhaw, bnt to 
sayaral other riders who haye been gnilty of 
glaringly poor performances. It is understood 
that with the suspension of Bhaw for tha bal> 
ance of the meeting thara was a quiet intima* 
tion to ‘Pittshurg Phil’ that in future his rela- 
tions with Bhaw must gradually be broken off. 
In the light of what has happened it seems 
passing strange that a man who has practically 
no stable should hava in hie employ one of tha 
bast jockeys in tha profession to whom is paid 
a salary as large as any dieburerd by million- 
aire owners,” says the New York Bun of Mon- 
day. 

“ ‘Pittsburg Phil’ has an ironclad contract 
with Bhaw, yet it is only occasionally that Bhaw 
has a mount on one of the plunger’s horses. 
On tha contrary, Bhaw is almost always riding 
for somfbody else, notably for Frank Farrell, 
‘Big Chief’ Devary’s friend. Ha has also rid- 
den for Mr. Whitney, J. B. Madden, the Fleiscb- 
manns, Clarence H. Mackay and others, his 
eeryicae being always in demand. 

“Thera have been rumblings among tnrfmeu 
for scmeltime paetlanent the ralations between 
Bhaw and ‘Pittsburg Phil,’ the climax being 
reached at Saratoga, when Bhaw’s rida on 
‘Phil’s’ horse, Latson, was so inefiBciant appar- 
ently that Bt. Finnan won. Borne persons 
charged the plunger with betting on St. Fin- 
nan, but be denied that be wagered on the race 
and no proof could be deduced from the layer’s 
sheets. The race had such a suspicious look 
that the stewards of the Coney Island Jockey 
Clnb made official reference to it in their rec- 
ommendation to the Jockey Club in Shaw’s 
case. As a result of all this business it is quite 
probable that the Jockey Club before another 
season will pass a rule to the effect that an em- 
ployer of a jockey cannot be against the latter’s 
mount when owned by another person. With 
such a rule in yogne, ‘Pittsburg Phil’ could not 
have placed his money on Lux Casta in the 
Great Filly Btnkes while hie jockey, Shaw, had 
the mount on Blue Girl. 

‘‘Though a black mark has been placed 
against Shaw’s name, it must be said of the boy 
that he is well behaved, has no vices and is a 
money saver. Ho lives near Sheepshead Bay 
track with Wm. Smith, a brother of ‘Pittsburg 
Phil,’ and is constantly riding and working 
horses. Be goes to bed early and is up with the 
first eigne of dawn. Out of a big salary he sets 
aside 580 a month to live on and he does not ex- 
ceed the limit. 

“In striking contrast to Bhaw, there are some 
jockeys who are fond of late suppers, where the 
wine flows and whore slick gamblers can talk 
business with the boys, if the latter are so in- 
c'-ioed. Dissipation has mined many jockeys 
and there are a few to day who arc attempting 
with all their night-hawk pranks to ride horses 
backed by the public’s hard earned money. 
Whatever may be said of Bhaw, it cannot be de- 
nied that he is always physically and mentally 
flt when he climbs into the saddle in the pad- 
dock. 

“The breaking down of Kockton in the $25,000 
Annual Champion Stakes was not altogether 
unexpected. Senator Patrick H. McCarren was 
one of the men who figured that if Rockton 



went lame in his work on Thursday last he waa J 
likely to go wrong in the race itself, especially 
in view of the distance to be covered. So the 
Senator sent a 12,000 commission into the ring 
on Maid of Harlem, whose price was 6 to 1, with 
the result that when Bockton was overhauled 
in the stretch the tall Brooklyn politician waa 
112,000 richer. 

“The breaking dovm of Bockton and Prince 
of Melbonme, both inside of one week, is a se- 
vere blow to the older class of horses. Nearly 
every performer of recognised merit has either 
broken down this year or gone amiss in other 
ways. Banastar, Bthelbert, Imp, Star Bright, 
Standing, Commando, Conroy, Einley Mack, 
McMeakin, Bafaello, Ontlander and others, to- 
gether with Bockton and Prince of Melbourne, 
all of whom were expected to perform great 
deeds when the season opened, have been with- 
drawn from the races, and all of them will be 
missed. In the case of Prince of Melbourne his 
new owner, G. Walbaum, who paid $20,000 for 
the colt at tha sale of the Beard stable, is the 
real loser, inasmuch as Prince of Melbourne 
broke down before he could take part in any 
big stake event that would in the event of a vic- 
tory make up the price of his purchase. He 
was eligible for the Annual Champion Stakes 
and would probably have won it had ha gone to 
the post flt. 

“It looks as if John Madden will be tha lead- 
ing winning owner at the and of this year’s 
racing, for he heads the list at the Sheepshead 
Bay meeting, which ended on Satnrday, mak- 
ing it tha fourth time he has been in front this 
season. Madden won only one race at tha 
meeting, this being Yankee’s victory in the 
Futurity, but it was enough to put him in tha 
lead. As several of his horses finished in the 
money, Madden’s winnings were $36,890. The 
victory of Leonora Loring in the Great Filly 
Stakes enabled her owner L. M. Myers, to win 
$25,055, while by winning the Annual Champion 
on Saturday Maid of Harlem put her owner, T, 
L. Watts, who races under the name of the 
Osceola Stable, in third place with $32,980. The 
owners who woo $200 or over follow :

DALT ESTATB’B HOBSES ABBITE. 

The most valuable cargo of thoroughbreds 
ever brought to this country arrived in Now 
York on the steamship Minnehaha of the Atlan- 
tic Transport Line Tuesday. The chief lot con- 
sisted of forty-one brood mares, yearlings and 
weanlings from the stud of the late Marcus 
Daly at Aperfleld Court, England. They will 
be sold at auction by Fasig, Tipton A Go. at 
their sale paddocks, Sheepshead Bay, on Oct. 1. 

The mares include eleven which Mr. Daly 
selected from his Bitter Root Stud Farm and 
sent to England in 1899 to be bred to the most 
fashionable sires in England, and nine of the 
best brood mares that he could purchase in 
England. Among the sires which the mares 
visited in England are such noted ones as Bt. 
Bimon, Melton, Ladas and Orme, sire of Flying 
Fox. 

The horses were in charge of Dr. Haggard on 
the trip and in spite of the fact that there was 
a severe storm on one day, not one of them was 
sick for an hour of the voyage. Among the 
most notable of the American mares is Ladr 
Beel, the dam of Hamburg, while Lucy Gross 
and Cambusbinoie are considered two choice 
ones of the English lot.
